British Tanks Reported Working As Far East As 
Bapaume-Arras Road; South of Albert British Troops 
Crossed Ancre; Nearly 2,500 Prisoners Yesterday

London, Aug. 22.-2 p. id.—(By tbs Associated Press )—In their 
new attack between the Somme and Ancre Rivers the British early 
this morning apparently had taken their final objectives on the right 
and well inside the enemy lines. 8onth of Albert British troops 
crossed the Ancre River. 

This morning the British line had moved forward until it ran 
along in front of the Meaulte-Albert road. 

The attack between the Somme and the Ancre was not on a very 
extended front. Satisfactory progress has been reported from every 
point. 


An extremely important development in the Vancouver Island

BIO RETREAT NEAR. 

Developments on the fighting front in the last 
twenty-four hours have forced the Germans to the 
■taffc where they must pack up their belongings 
■and commence a retreat on the whole front between 
Arras and Rheimff! The remarkable progress of 
the French between Lassiguy and the Aillette 
and the powerful British advanee north of the 
Ancre, which to-day wits extended southward to 
the Somme, are rapidly making the enemy’s posi¬ 
tion in what is left of the big Picardy salient un¬ 
tenable and algb setting the stage for his expulsion 
between Soissons and Rheims to the Chemin des 
Dames. . . • 

The capture of Laasigny by General Humbert’s 
army knocks off the corner in the angle marked by 
Roye-I^ssigtiy-Noyon and uncovers Roye on the 
couth and Noyon on the w«t. More important 
still, the French troop® operating on the twenty- 
mile fro fit from Lassigny to the Aillette, that is, 
facing northward, are advancing irresistibly on the 
whole line and in spite of the difficult ground on 
which they are operating not only have reached the 
Owe on a considerable front south and cast of 
Noyon but have pressed to the Aillette north of 
Soissons. T". - ~ 

If the French should cross the Oise, Noypn 
would be taken in the rear, and the German front 
would be without its pivot. But even if they should 
fail to get to the rear of Noyon their artillery must 
have made the communications of the place virtu¬ 
ally useless, for they are only a mile pr so away 
from the main railroad which runs along the north¬ 
ern bank of the river to I,a Fere, St. Quentin and 
Laon. Undoubtedly, the rapid advances of Hum-, 
bert’s and Mangin’s armies from the south are con¬ 
fronting the enemy with a critical situation. 

From the point on the Aillette reached by the 
French last night the line turns southeastward to¬ 
wards Soissons and that front, therefore, forms the 
eastern flank of the German army from the Aillette 
to Rheims. Thus, the time probably ia near when 
Foch will resume his operations in that sector and 
the fighting-front in such a case would be extended 
past Soissons along the Aisne and Vesle to Rheims 
and possibly the Champague. 

Meanwhile, the British are breaking into the 
northern curve of the Pirardy salient! Their at¬ 
tack north of the Ancre yesterday penetrated throe 
or four miles at some places, bringing them within 
three miles of Bapaume on the northwest. To-day 
they have prolonged the fighting front to the 
Somme, so Haig's troops are advancing on a fifteen- 
mile front. Albert soon lnnst fall to the British, 
and it is altogether probable that before long Haig 
will extend his pressure south of the Somme to 
Chanines south of which it joins the French front. 

At pr es ent active infantry fig hting is taking 
place on a total front of about forty miles, the 
situation oti the original front of advance between 
the Somme and the region of Royc being relatively 
qfiiet for the time being. But the capture of Las¬ 
signy by the French means an early resumption of 
their operations against Roye, and if the British ex¬ 
tend their offensive southward from the Somme to 
Roye the Allies will be striking at the enemy on 
a total front of more than sixty mile*. Again, if 
Foch should resume operations between the Aillette 
and Rheims in which, perhaps, Americans would 
be involved on a large scale—and the participation 
of Pershing’s troops in force must be looked for any 
time now—von Boehm, the “retreat specialist,” 
will be facing trouble on a front of more than a 
hundred miles. This is aside from the fighting in 
Flanders where the British are pressing the Ger¬ 
mans in the region of Baillcul. 

Never before in this war has the enemy been 
menaced by so serious a situation as that 
which Foch, after waiting for six month, i» now 
creating for him. He is being compelled to strain 
every ounce of manpower to avert catastrophe; 
to comb his depots and throw his convalescents into 
the line before they have had a chance to recover 
from their wounds. He is even using Alsatian 
units, something Germany would not dream of do¬ 
ing unless her reserves were nearing exhaustion. 

- W? wonder how many times von Ludcndorif has 
longed for the hundreds of thousands of shock 
troops he sacrifted in his five big offensives. 
Foch, master strategist, by mnltiplyifig his blows, 
is deliberately imposing upon the German Chief of 
Staff the distracting choice of using up his reserves 
-or undertaking a series of costly retreats, and 
either alternative involves disaster. 

WHEAT PROSPECTS. 

Notwithstanding the improvement in the wheat 
outlook due to recent rainfalls in the Prairie Pro¬ 
vinces, it ia the opinion of competent authorities 
that the drop will be very much below the avcrage v 
This is unfortunate, hut it cannot be helped. Even 
the Government waa not responmble for the de¬ 
vastating drought which burned up the crop iu 


the southern areas and the blighting frost which 
laid its hand on the fields in the northern belt from 
Edmonton to Saskatoon. It would be well, how- 
. ever, for the country to bo informed of’the actual 
fkets, so that the public will continue to economize 
in the use of this commodity, instead of being re¬ 
galed witth exaggerated estimates which those who 
make them know will nY>t be realized, 

But while the Canadian wheat erop will not ho 
up to the average, the output for the continent will 
be much larger tjiaij it'was last year, for it is es¬ 
timated that the aggregate yield of the United 
States will be more than 900^)00,000 bushels, which 
will he some 260,000,000 bushels in excess of last 
'year’s total. Hence, there is no cause for anxiety 
as to the capacity of America to meet the expecta¬ 
tions of the Allies concerning food snpplies from 
this continent, especially in view of the fact that 
there will be a satisfactory yield of other crops. 
But,there must be no relaxation of the practice of 
strict economy, particularly in this eountry. The 
Allies are still living from hand to mouth; which 
means that they have not yet been" able to lay up 
a safe reserve. -/ — 

GLORY TO THE RED OROSSI 

The local braneh of the Canadian Red Cross has 
received the following cable message from the 
Overseas Commissioner of that organization: 

"Captain Law, Assistant Commissioner in 
France of the Canadian Red Cross Society reports 
that our advance stores were moved with the Oorps 
to the new battlefront near the first main dressing 
station, and that all necessary comforts were there 
when the wounded started to cohne in. Owing to 
the nature of the battles he has some difficulty in 
keeping track of the field ambulances, but they 
have all been visited jvs often as possible. lje 
speaks in the highest terms of the work done by his 
staff and transport and at the time Of writing he 
had not an unfilled request for supplies.” 

This is a most gratifying message. The knowl¬ 
edge that the Canadian Red Cross kept pace with 
the corps in its great advance south of the Somme 
will be heartily comforting to the relatives and 
friends of the men who took part in the great vic¬ 
tory. It affords fresh testimony to the efficiency of 
our Red Cross'organisation, which already had won 
world-wide note, for the advance of the Allies was 
more rapid than any they had made before. In two 
days the Canadians bad covered more ground and 
captured more prisoners and supplies with lean pro¬ 
portionate casualties than in weeks of fighting in 
previous offensives, and that >* why (leneral Currie 
described the victory as the most brilliant in which 
they had participated. 

ThrRed Cross is constantly justifying its claim 
to public support in this grim struggle, but we can¬ 
not conceive of a more impressive tribute to its 
blessed services than is embodied in the statement 
that its stores moved forward with the corps and 
that all necessary comfort* were on hand when 
the wounded started to come in.

Unele Ham’s little war bill for the year ending 
June next will he $24,000,000,000.

ENIENTE-SWEDISH 
COMMERCIAL PACT 


New Treaty is Expected to Cut 
Down Supplies Reaching 
Germany 


New York, Aug. SI.—The tepns of 
the commercial treaty recently signed 
by the Entente Power* and Sweden, 
which ia expected to diminish the 
•ending of supplies to Germany, were 
made public here to-day by Axel R. 
Nordvail, head of the Special Com¬ 
mission of the Swedish Government to 
the United State*. It give* to the 
AUies 400.000 ton* of deadweight ship¬ 
ping and 2,000,000 tons of Swedish iron 
ore. 

Sweden also has agreed to license 
the export to the Allied Governments 
of wood pulp, paper, iron, steel, etc.. 
and to grant to the pities suitable 
credit in Sweden for purchase of 
Swedish goods during tie continuance 
of the present unfavorable monetary 
exchange. 

Sweden, according to Mr. Nordvall, 
ha* given satisfactory guarantees that 
no goods imported to Sweden from any 
nations -whose shipping the Allies con¬ 
trol, win be exported to any of the 
Central Powers. 

In exchange for then# commodities, 
facilities and guarantees, the Allies 
have agreed to ship to Sweden bread, 
cereals, coke And coal, mineral and 
edible oil", sugar, rubber and rubber 
goods, cotton and cotton goods, hides, 
leather and tanning material, coffee, 
cocoa, tobacco, copper, ferro-alloys, 
tin. tin plate, nitrate of •oda. raw 
phoophatea. sulphur, “and other goods 
and materials nece**Ary for Sweden's 
economic life.*’

He was sentenced to g floe of 
1200 or three months, and he preferred 
to go to jail rather than undergo the 
financial penalty. 

Bertram Cooper, who resides in the 
some house with Ruse, was also sen¬ 
tenced to a Ane of $200 or three months, 
but he has expressed his intention of 
languishing in prison instead for three 
months.

Detective Heather told the court 
about tbe raid which he and Detective 
Phipps had executed upon premises 
situated in Qu'Appelle Street, where 
the three Bible Students lived, and he 
stated that on the fly leaves of some of 
the books tne mane of accused ap¬ 
peared.

Allied Forces Under Foch 

Smashing Germans on 
Four Sectors 

London. Aup. II.—Allied blows on the 
120-mile front from Boisaons to Ypres 
continue to force the Germans back and 
the enemy appears unable to stay the 
attacks, which are increaalngly 
threatening the stability of his defen¬ 
sive system in France. On four sec¬ 
tors the troops under Marshal Foch 
are hitting the German positions for 
good gains, and it would appear the 
time is near for an enemy retirement. 

Fighting their way forward along the 
southern reaches of the Picardy bat- 
t l efro nt, Fr e nch t w w s tand be f o re 
Noyon, which is called the key to the 
-W-hfilf German line west of the Somme. 

During ISSt night General Humbert s 
men reached the Divette River for a 
long distance west of its confluence 
with the Oise. South of Noyon the 
afmy commanded by General Mangin 
holds the south bank of tbe Oise from 
8 emplgny to Bretlgny, a distance of 
more than six miles. At Semplgny 
tW Trench are only a little more than 
a mile from Noyon. _ . „

Kng.. became interested in British 
Columbia fisheries, he Kent out three 
steam trawlers, the Canada, lmbri- 
caria and Triumph, to thia coast, ths 
operating company being known ok the 
British Columbia Fisheries Co, Ltd 
The concern met with very little suc¬ 
cess and eventually went out of busi¬ 
ness. Th# three trawlers were laid up 
In Vancouver for a year and were then 
offered for sale. The Cnnadlany*Ftak¬ 
ing Company bought the Canada and 
Imbrtcarta. The Triumph was 
acquired by Olsen and Kendall. Of 
Grfmpby. Nova Beotia, and the vessel, 
after being fitted out. whs dispatched 
to the Atlantic coast. For the jumiI few 
months she has been engaged in trawl¬ 
ing off the Atlantic coast snd has land¬ 
ed some very good catches. Bhe had 
been manned by an entirely Canadian 
crew and owned by the North Atlantic 
Fisheries Co. Bhe is- one of the crack 
boats of the fleet, is 126 feet long, fif¬ 
teen feet deep with a twenty-two-foot 
beam, and registers about 26(7 tons.
